TV patent to Rado (U.S. Patent No. 3.001.348) discloses an apparatus for the continuous 
production of filled containers. Rado, however, also fails to disclose, teach or suggest a method 
of making a PSA or a method of making a PSA wherein the sealed pouches are filled with a 
liquid monomer mixture, polymerizing the liquid monomer mixture, and then producing a PSA 
by blending the contents of the pouches with the material used to form the pouches. 

Applicant therefore submits that the teachings of these references in no way render the 
present invention as defined by new independent claim 27 unpatentable. Reconsideration of the 
application is requested.
